WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.— Minister 
Thurston of Hawaii will leave for“ Hurope 
on Wednesday, sailing on the steamer 
Paris, and during his absence Hawaiian 


supervision of Charge d- Affaires Hastings. 

“There is no limit as to the length of 
time that I will remain abroad,” said 
Minister Thurston. My government has 
given me quite a task to perform. It 18 
the desire of the republic of Hawali to 
offset as much as possible Asiatic in- 


ence of Chinese and Japanese, dy en- 
couraging European immigration. What 
we want is to induce families to go to the 
islands and settle plantations and cultivate 
the land. For this purpose I-shall go first 
to London where I propose to make in- 


labor, with a view to receiving as many 
bf them as possible as immigrants to 
Hawail. 

“There are no r inducements 
being held out to laborers from the United 
States to go to Hawaii, because no better 
wages can be offered than those now pre- 
vailing in this country, but I am informed 
that the scale is far in advance of what is. 
paid in England. Should the English 
farm-laborers and their families not evince 
a desire to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities which I will throw in their way, 
it is more than probable that I will con- 
tinue my journey to ee in quest of 
laborers. 

“This labor problem is a @ very per- 
plexing one to pur people and we are 
willing to resort to almost any measures 
to root out the Chinese and Japanese now 
on the islands. Incidentally I have learn 
too, that the Royaligt Commissioners will 
be on the continent at the 1 time that 
I am, but their destinati s Germany, 
I am informed.

“On the other side, today, the task 
still appears as easy as of yore.

ing all.disasier to the past and prom- 
ising everything for the future. Even 
the senior Senator from New York, 
who has been out of the party for 
some months, signalizes his return by 
joining in the old chorus just as if he 
had never lost a step in the proces- 
sion, Our task on this side was never 
more difficult. To recur to Mr. 
HNvarts's suggestion, what would be 
the state of mind of any counsel for 
the plaintiff called upon to address 
the jury when the defendant’s attor- 
ney had fully confessed his client’s 
guilt and had overwhelmed him with 
all the reproaches and epithets and 
denunciations of which language was 
capable? His occupation would be 
absolutely. gone, and even Joseph 
Choate or Rollins or Root or Carter 
could only flounder back into silence 
us best he might. There is no way in 
which he can improve on the defend- 
ant’s confession. 

„I have been in the habit for some 
years of speaking of the.

Surely 
there was never a finer -opportunity 
for a little business sense, for a little 
of that wholesome wisdom which we 
put into the affairs of ordinary life. 
Let us then commence with a frank 
admission that the action of the Dem- 
ocratic party and its complete failure 
in the art of governing this .country 
was perfectly natural, and that, as 
individuals, the Democrats are not ro- 
sponsible therefor.

of us not a tithe. Naturally enough, 
if we, who were their enemies, did not 
prophesy this measure of calamity, 
the ordinary Democratic voter could 
not have dreamed of it, and there- 
fore, did not have it in his heart. 
“It is because I am sure from out- 
ward and visible signs, not alone from 
the elections of Vermont and Maine, 
that men are laying aside their par- 
tisanship and are willing to do their 
share toward saving the country, that 
I am willing to lay aside mine and 
discuss on reasonable te what is 
best to do here and no “the eom- 
mon interest. Whenever te principals 
lawsuit lay aside 
their grudges, the lawyers can lay 
flown their weapons. So when in 
politics a great mistake has been 
made, so great that all men can see 
it, partisanship can be laid aside and 
the case be stated without exag- 
geration of the merits of your own 
side or abuse of the other. Of course 
man ever fails to be perfectly fair 
this side the river of death, for pro- 
fessions. and life associations can 
never be entirely overcome, but there 
are times when men who have never 
before acted together can talk alike. 
These times are shown by the actions 
of men and not by their speech. 
THEY DID IT ALL THEMSELVES. 
Maine is a State where Democracy 
is as rock-ribbed and ancient as the 
sun, and yet in Maine the Democracy 
so expressed themselves that the Re- 
publicans’ tidal majority of 27.000, 
given years ago when the deepest de- 
pression, the result of the war, rested 
on the Democratic party, was ex- 
ceeded by 11,000. I do not think you 
realize what that majority means. 
If New York State were to give 300, 
000, it would hardly exceed it; 75,000 
would represent only the increase. 
None of us expected such a majority. 
There was no special organization. 
The Democrats did it themselves. 
Many of them voted with us, and 
yery many more stayed at home, de- 
termined by outspoken action or by 
silence to show their appreciation of 
the result of the party’s government 
which they saw before them on every 
hand. Was this a sensible course 
of action, well-founded, and which 
ought to be followed by their brethren 
in New York and all over the nation? 
What is the present condition of 
things, and what ought we as sensible 


men to want? 


“The past fifteen months have been 
months of suffering in the houses of 
the people. Not starvation, not de 
privation of the absolute necesstties 
of life, for this country has accumu- 
lated too much of this world’s goods 
in the past thirty years that utter 
want should paralyze and kill: but 
that want which is the great unhap- 
piness of civilization, the want of com- 
forts to which we have been accus- 
tomed. I will draw no picture of idle 
mills, silent machinery, men without 
work, money or employment, capital 
unuuscd and labor wasted and lost 
with each day's setting sun. That 
picture is too familiar to you all. No- 
body can charge this fairly to the 
terms of the tariff which now exists 
any more than to the tariff which 
used to exist. 

“What caused all this disaster every- 
body ‘knows who has any business 
sense. It was the utter uncertainty. 
the appalling doubt as to what would 
happen to us. Who could build on 
shifting sand? During all the time 
the so-called House bill was a bill 
pending, men could only fear the 
worst, for the House bill was about 
the worst thing which the unwisdom 
of man ever devised in these late 
years of Christian civilization. This 
bill went to the Senate, many a Dem- 
ocrat voting for it, not because he be- 
lieved in it, but because the same 
would make it nearer decency. 


WHAT WAS IT? 


„It is the fashion among Democratic 
conventions nowadays, I notice, to 
Jenounce the Democratic Senators, 
and to demand that they-shall be rele- 
rated to private lifer This is abso- 
‘utely human ingratitude. . Notwith- 
standing all the bad actions of the 
Senate, and they were many. they 


saved the Democratic party from an- 


nihilation. Why do you suppose these 
Senators, these Democratic Senators, 
made 630 amendments to the House 
bill? Was it out of pure premeditated 
wickedness? Or was it on the demand 
of their constituents? Did the junior 


Senator from New York hang out for 


collars and cuffs by the direct instiga- 
tion of the devil, or because he lived 
in Troy? 
- “Did Senator Smith rescue some of 
the manufacturers of New Jersey be- 
cause the fiend whispered in his ear 
or because he heard the human voice 
of his constituents? But I did not 
come here to discuss -the relative 
merits of Mr. Wilson’s or Mr. Gor- 
man's Both «were Demo- 
cratic. Nor do I care to discuss the 
8 of the Senate bill. So far as 
protects reasonably American in- 
austen all is well; so far as it does 
not, all is wrong, in my thinking, but 
it is the law of the land, not with my 
consent, and for that matter not with 
the consent of the* Democratic can- 
didate for Governor. 

“There is another fact. As long as 
Mr. Cleveland stays in power the evil 
cannot be rectified. What, then, re 
mains is not for the Republican party 
or the Democratic party. but for the 
people of the United States to do. 
Do we want certainty or uncertainty 
from now until 1896? We can lay 
aside all our personal feeling and 
agree that the great and paramount 
curse of this country for the last 
eigitteen months has been uncertainty. 
Nobody dared to start in business or 
go on with his business so long as no 
foundation could be discovered. Busi- 
ness is not gambling. It tries its best 
to take no chances. What it demands 
more and more ev year is cer- 
tainty. What, then, shall the business 
world do to procure certainty as the 
basis of its future actions? It is unnec- 
essary in order to arrive at a proper 
conclusion to discuss or decide which 
party is best or which is worst. 

Would the success of the Demo- 
cratic party this fall produce cer- 
tainty? Let us see what they say 
themselves. If they, the leaders, lie, 
you would not trust them. If they 
tell the truth you can find no rest for 
the soles of your feet on any Ararat. 
The Democratic chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who was 
a leader until the Democratic Senator 
from Maryland stripped him of his 
armor and dragged him around the 
walls of Troy, declared before the 
House adjourned, amid the cheers of 
the Democrats, that the fight was but 
begun. He hastened back to his con- 
stituents in West Virginia to reiterate 
the same. notice, crossed the lifting 
waters to proclaim it to the British, 
and, refreshed by that touch of his 
mother earth, vibrated back to renew 
his declaration. Surely. he does not 
mean peace and quietness. No, he 
has not the slightest idea of the value 
thereof. Mr. President writes to Mr. 
Catchings that this is only the 
vantage ground for a new attack. 
Mr. Hill declares only the citadel has 
been carried, and that he is going 
back for the rest of the town. 

QUIET NOT TO BE HOPED FOR. 

“These men seem backed up by all 
the official Democratic power. The 
Democratic press sides with them. 
It does look as if the only men in the 
Democratic party who have any dis- 
position to own their work were the 
Senators from Maryland, Ohio and 
New Jersey, and they are being hooted 
in all Democratic conventions im the 
country, and where, as in Ohio, they 
were not maligned in set terms, the 
presiding officer proclaims the doctrine 
of ‘renewed war’ or ‘vantage ground 
for a new attack,’ and such unwhole- 
some advice. It is pretty evident, 
then, to any sensible man, that quiet 
and certainty are not to be hoped 
for in Democratic success. 

“On the other hand, the Republicans 
are enforced into such a position that 
they must do something. We could 
not make any change for the better 
from our point of view, because Cleve- 
land and the Senate would oppose. 
We certainly should not do anything 
to make the tariff worse, for that is 
contrary to our principles. To sum 
it ‘all up in a word, this appeal to 
business men—and by business men 
[mean almost all the peonvle—the

GERMANY WILL NOT INTERVENE. — 

BERLIN, Oct. 13. —(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyright by Associated Press.) 
The Hamburgische correspondent. 
publishes a semi-official communica- 
tion pointing out that Germany on Bo 
account will take part in any inter- 
vention in favor of either belligerents 
interests. The Cologne Gazette eon 
firms the statement that Russia and 
France are working hand in hand in 
this matter, and repeats the assertion 
that they are also averse to interfer 
ence in the war. It is added that ag 
Austria is in a similar manner acting 
with Germany, and as it is claimed 
that the United States from the first 
has not concealed her sympathy with 
Japan, Italy is the only power likely. 
to comply with the proposal of the 
Earl of Kimberley for an interna 
tional intervention. 

The National Zeitung and the other 
German newspapers point out that 
German interests in the war are not 
identical with England, and Russia, 
The Cologne Gazette today publishes 
the following dispatch from Berlin: 
“It is confirmed from every source 
that Germany has declined to take 
part in a joint European intervention 
between China and Japan at the pres- 
ent juncture, and this subject, ac- 
cordingly, is removed from the diplo- 
matic programme of the powers.” 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has sounded a distinguished 
official upon the subject, and has also 
made other inquiries in other influen- 


that Japan, in the event of being 
victorious, will not make exorbitant 
demands upon China, but will restrict 
herself to insisting upon the inde- 
pendence of Korea, while asking for 
protectorate rights for herself 
as well as a big war indemnity. It 
is probable that Japan may demand 
the cession of the island of Formosa. 
Significant as indicating the intentions 
of Russia is the statement of the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt’s correspondent at St. 
Petersburg that the Russian troops in 
the towns, villages and passes of the 
Chinese frontier have been grea 
reinforced and that large quantities 
of provisions and war material are 
constantly arriving at those places.

$5,000,000 less than usual in its expenses. 
That fact means that $5,000,000 less has 
gone cut in wages to the trainmen, in now 
buildings, extensions in engines and cars; 
in a word, the workingmen of this country 
have lost that vast sum. Perhaps: when 
you add all the suspensions to expendi- 
tures on the part of all the roads there is 
something so truly inspiring to the re- 
former that he can really long to stir up 
strife so as to prolong such a lovable con- 
dition of human affairs. But this world, 
wedded to material good, will think other- 
wise and long for the better days gone by.

At the 
manufacturing town of New Albany, a 
great crowd met him at the station and es- 
corted him to the stand, where he spoke 
for forty minutes. 

“The Democrats have been talking a 
gogd deal about getting the markets of 
the word,“ he sald. Where are the mar- 
kets? Are they in Africa? Wen, Africa 
does not offer, per capita, anything 
like as attractive a market as America. 
Here we chothe ourselves all over, and 

don’t there. (Laughter.) England 
has had for years African possessions, 
and they are not greatly extended. This 
thing gives her and those other nations 
great advantages in the commerce of 
the world over the United States. We 
have never had a colonizing policy, and 
probaly never will.have one. Indeed. 
we have been so narrow in our views 
upon this question that we could not even 
take in the Sandwich Islands, when her 
people asked for it. I am going to make 
the point now that those colonial posses- 
sions’ have been established with a view 
of extending English, German, French 
and Italian trade, anid that they secure 
to the nations that have established them 
a great advantage over the United States. 

“Now, there is a part of the world 
where this selfish policy which the grgat 
commercial nations of Europe have pur- 
sued in utter disregard of the rights of 
the natives, pushing their trade on the 
point of the bayonet, has not been put 
into effect, one point of the earth upon 
which they have not been permitted to 
lay their hands. The Monroe doctrine, 
expressed with quietness and yet with 
courage, and adhered to in our Amer- 


ican diplomacy since the time of its pro- 


mulgation, has preserved these States of 
Central and South America from European 
aggression. The people of these countries 
are friendly to us. They stood in good re- 
lation to us geographically, and we ought 
to have had their trade, and my friends, 
by the reciprocity provision of the Mc- 
Kinley law we had made a start. It was 
a simple start. Here were markets that 
we could not only get, but we had ob- 
tained them without inflicting any in- 
jury on the American workmen, the 
American farmer or American manufact- 
urer, and T think the American people 
should call to account the party the so 
wantonly and uselessly abandoned them.”

The 
traimmen were, as usual, reticent about 
discussing the affair, but Col. J: M. Shack- 
ford, a newspaper man, who happened 
to be on the train at the time, dis- 
cussed the incident freely, and gave a 
graphic account of the manner in which 
the robbers secured their plunder and 
made their escape. Shackford was for- 
merly an editor of the Newark Journal.

About seven or eight miles the other 
side of Quantico Station the train came to 
a sudden stop. Quantico is located on 
the Potomac River, on the Virginia eide. 
When the train stopped, the conductor, 
M. A. Bridsong, was thus addressed. by 
ono of the masked robbers, eviterntly 
the captain of the gang: ‘Throw up your 
hands, or we will blow your brains out.’ 
From the manner in which they arranged 
the signals for stopping the train, as well 
as the manner in which they afterward 
made their escape, it was evident that 
several of the gang were experienced rail- 
road men. That they were desperate was 
even more evident, and the conductor 
and fireman lost no time in oeying their 
instructions, and wisely complied. There 
were at least elx or seven masked men, 
and I could plainly distinguish them al 
in the clear moonlight of the early even- 
ing. In fact, so near did they came to me 
that in spite of their masks I am almost 
sure that I could recognize some of them 
if I could see them .again, from certain 
ttle peculiarities of dress and speech. 

“When the alarmed passengers crowded 
cut of the cars to see what was the mat- 
ter, the robbers fired a perfect fusillade of 
shots to intimidate them, as well as to 
frighten the railroad men. The robbers 
rifled the express car in short order. Some 
of the desperadoes even went so far as to 
converse in a clever, daring fashion. with 
passengers and trainmen. This made us 
ail the more indignant, but we could do 
nothing ‘to help ourselves. All the passon- 
gers were coal and collected, after the 
first flush of the excitement was over. 
I was told that they overlooked one pouch 
in the car in their hurry. I do not know 
just how much they got away with, but 
some of the trainmmen thought it must 
amount to at least $150,000, or possibly 
$200,000. 

„The express messengers did the best 
they could to prevent the robbers from 
getting into the car, but the dynamite 
and the revolvers of the gang were 
enough to make any man weaken. They 
throajened to kill the messengers on the 
spot if they refused to open the anke. 
The messengers refused to yield to their 
demands until the captain of the gang 
said: “I will give you just thirty soc- 
onds to get to work.“ Then the men 
gave In.“ 

The Adams Express Company is not 
informed as to the amount of money se- 
cured by the robbers. L. C. Weir, presi- 
dent of the Adams Express Company, 
said to an Associated Press reporter that, 
as the way bills were destroyed, they 
could pot judge as yet the amount of 
money lost. It was probable that all 
packages received at points south of the 
robbery were gone, and it will take some 
time to ascertain the loss. 
Detectives will be sent from New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington, to gather 
clows.

. O. HOUGHTON ACTS AS PRESIDENT 
OF THE EVENING. 

As president of the Federation of Re- 
publican Clubs, W. H. Chamberlain called 
the meeting to order and announced that 
Hon. S. O. Houghton had been chosen to act 
as chairman of the evening.

Wholesale Operations Disclosed by 


EL PASO (Texas,) Oct. 13.—The whole- 
sale issuing of forged Chinese certificates 
has been traced from El Paso to Chicago. 
About two months ago, Deputy United 
States Marshal George Scarborough of this 
place with Deputy Marshal Williams of 
New Mexico arrested two Chinese near 
here on a charge of being illegally in this 
country.

Violations of Tteaty Stipulations Re- 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The abrogation 
of the reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Brazil is to have a 
sequel in the filing of claims and begin- 
ning of suits against this government for 
the total amount of duties collected on 
Brazilian goods covered by the reciprocity 
treaty from August 27 last to the date the 
new tariff law went into effect, up to 
January 1 next.

Musk is a good example 
of perfume from the animal kingdom and 
toilet powders, sachets and the like are 
chemical compounds. The perfumery trade 
you can thus see, is destined soon to ex- 
pand enormously.”’ 

„Has the idea ever been brought forward 
before in the history of the world?“ 

It is very probable,”’-replied the young 
experimenter, judging from ancient and 
BibNeal history, that perfumery is one of 
the lost arts, and was much further ad- 
vanced among the ancient Ohinese and 


j Egyptians than it is today, but in the near 


future we will stand pre-eminently above 
all ages. We shall then be delighted by a 
symphony for each sense, but we will also 
have a symphony of all the senses. Then 
our theaters will be provided with a net- 
work of pipes similar to gas pipes under the 
floor, with a jet or nozzle for each seat so 
that when a scene depicted upon the 
stage is located in a southern pine forest, 
the realism is made more complete be- 
cause each person in the audience actually 
enjoys a whiff of the healthful balsam.

Pure Air Necessary. 1 in Every Sleep- 
ing Apartment. 
A whiter in the Jennses Miller Monthly 
gives valuable suggestions on the su 
of ventilation... She declares’ that it is 
wise to protect ourselves from the rain 
that falls by day, but gars it doesn’t fol- 
low that by doing so it is wise to exclude 
from our dwellings all pure air and 
breathe that which is impure. It. air that is 
confined and breathed and rebreathed dur- 
ing the day it becomes foul and unhealth- 
ful, by what process does that which is 
confined and breathed and rebreathed dur- 
ing the night become: pure and healthful? 
“For the past fifteen year,“ says the 
writer referred to, “I have slept summer 
and winter—except on a few occasions 
when it was impossible to do so—with at 
least one window of my bedroom wide 
open every night, and have enjoyed excel- 
lent heakh, but on the exceptional nights 
I always awoke with a headache or a feel- 
ing of suffocation. I conclude, therefore, 
that as much nonsense is indulged in 
about the malign influence of night air 
and the malaria said to lurk therein as 
upon any other given subject. A freer ad- 
mission of night air to badly ventilatod 
bedrooms would destroy many ot the illu- 
sions, that exist in regard to its, unhealth- 
fulness.” 
. 4 in the ventilation of our houses, 
churches and our public buildings is 
e as greatly as reform in any other 
direction, and this reform. should begin 
in. our houses and should work outward 
into all our churches and public buildings. 
It wives and mothers and horfe-makers 
generally can be induced to let light and 
air into their parlors and bedrooms their 
husbands and sons will soon banish foul 
air from our churches and public build- 
ings. Women are largely responsible for 
poorly-ventilated buildings of all descrip- 
tions. A great many people frequently 
congregate in halls and churches, ete., 
where the atmosphere, unless the windows 
are kept wide open, is about as malodor- 
ous as that of a charnal house. yet they do 
not consider such an atmosphere too foul. 
for human beings to breathe. It is the 
first duty ot every. wife and mother to. 
see that her house is thoroughly .ventilated 
day and night. It is a fact beyond ques- 
tion that the parlors of a large proportion 
of houses are so close and stuffy that 
breathing is painful. Nihe-ténths of the 
bedrooms retain the personality. of people 
who otcupy the apartments from time to 
time, it. clings to the bedding, curtains, 
‘and carpets, and has-been closely shut in 
lest fresh air and sunshine should find ad- 
mittance, and with their purifying pres- 
ence carry damage to the furniture.

Among her other possessions, she has 
no less than seven palaces. I have visited 
two of them. One of these was at Am- 
sterdam. It was presented first to King 
Louis Napoleon as a residence in 1808. 
The magnificence of the decorations, paint- 
ings, sculpture and furnishings is almost, 
as I may say, oppressive in its grandeur. 
One painting in the Queen’s room is par- 
ticularly impressive. It — Pru- 
dence, Justice and Peace.“ I have aiso 
seen the palace called The House in the 
Wood. It was erected in 1647 for Prin- 
cess’ Amelia, widow of Prince Frederick 
Henry of Orange, and son of William the 
Silent. Two rooms are entirely furnished 
with magnificent oriental furniture. They 
comprise presents given by the Empresses 
of Japan and China. In the Chinese room 
is some tapestry of rice paper of the 


‘eighteenth century. 


As the son of the American Minister 
was one of our party, we saw rooms that 
are not generally open to travelers. The 
superb appointments of these defy descrip- 
tion. One jewel box was inlaid in mono- 
grams and other insignia, with the choic- 
est diamonds. 

1 saw the room in which Queen ‘Sophia, 
the first wife of che late king, died. The 
Bible was marked in the place where it 
was open when her hour of death came. 

With all this wealth and glory, the 


prospect is that the disposal of the affec- 


tions of her heart will not be given to 
Queen Wilhelmina as her undisputed right. 
The most humble peasant in the king- 
dom is; in that particular, richer than she. 
Already diplomatic arrangements, as I un- 
derstand, are. being undeftaken for the 
disposal of her hand in marriage when she 
has come to her majority. There is quite 
a plain-looking edifice, to which Queen 
Emma, the Queen Regent now, will be 
obliged to retire as the Queen Dowager 
then. Queen Emma is most highly 
esteemed; but the love seems to 
be all centered on their child, 
Queen Wilhelmina. Her picture adorns 
the postage stamp, the coin, the 
Windows, and above all her sweetness 
of disposition remains unalloyed by all 
this unprecedented adulation in the life of 
any child of this present era. She is now 
with her mother ac Lustdick Palace. 
As in a picture, contrast makes attrac- 
tiveness, I went from the palace of the 
Queen to the fishermen’s village, near Shev- 
‘oningen. The words of Kingsley. Men 
must work and women must weep, for the 
harbor’ bar be moaning, do not seem to 


be ‘applicable here. I saw nothing but 
thrift and cleanliness. An Holland

from which the ladies of the Unitea States 
have made their divided skirts.“ The 
fisherman’s dress in the Isles of Maeken, 
Holland, forcibly suggest such an origin, 
for the latest freak in American garb. The 
farmers* wives and some, of the other 
classes of the working people wear, as trav- 
elers so often remark, a most peculiar head- 
gear.

many of the demands, without any infor- 
mation concerning them. To a person edu- 
cated in a republican form of government, 
the tedious detail of royal technique is ex- 
tremely ‘onerous. The wife and family, 
too, have many social duties that are ex- 
tremely exacting. A breach of etiquette 
is considered a grave faux-pas. His Excel- 
lency, Mr. Quinby, and his gracious wife, 
daughters and son, seem, ‘however, to 
have won the hearts of all the natives of 
Holland. They never, however, forget 
their prior allegiance to the United 
States. The proper maintenance of the 
dignity of our government is placed before 
any ulterior motive of self-aggrandize- 
ment or pleasure. They are residing 
in a beautiful house, most exquisitely fur- 
nished. It is the property of Baron Groe- 
nix Van Zoelin, who married a great 
and-daughter of John Jacob Astor. 
Never have I before so fully appreciated 
the advantages accorded to women in the 
United States, as I have during this visit 
to the continent. Especially did I draw 
the contrast between Antwerp, Belgium, 
and my own country. There, in Antwerp, 
I saw women and dogs, pulling by their 
united efforts, heavily laden carts; there 
I saw women sweeping the streets with 
men. I also remarked - that women were 


8 ‘broom, whilst men only held the re- 
ceptacle into which the women swept the 
debris. There, at Waterloo, I saw a 
mound’ that was 200 feet high.

Visttor#@to Jerusalem, Arab, El-Khuda, 
by the way of Jaffa; usually obtain their 
first sight of the city from the north- 
west. Even from this side, the view is 
very impressive. 

The walls, with their battlements, the 
bold form of Olivet, the distant hills of 
Moab in dim perspective, the turrets of 
the Church of the Holy Sepificher, the 
lofty cupola of the Mosque of Omar, the 
castle of David, so antique and massive, all 
come suddenly in view. 

Jerusalem is known to the Moslems 
by the name of Beit-el-Makdis, 

“The Holy House, or simply as El-Khuds, 
“the Holy,” the latter being the more 
common name at the present day. . 
Khuds“ is the holy city of the Jews and 
the Christians, and one of the holy cities © 
of the Mohammedans, ranking next ig 
sanctity to Mecca and Medina. 

The shadows of the ‘twilight had ak - 
ready spread over El-Khuds when I er 
rived at the so-called “Jaffa Gate,” oF 
Bab-el-Khalil. 

It was my intention to proceed imme 
diately to the Austrian ‘hospice, where 
rooms were secured for me, but when I 
learned that the convent of the Sisters of 
St. Joseph was near at hand, I decided 
to stop there for a moment, in order to 
pay my respects to the mother superior, 
who was a countrylady of mine, and witht 
whom I had been corresponding about my 
proposed trip to Palestine, long before I 
came to the “Holy Land.” After passing 
through the city gate, which was thronged 
with men and women, camels and donkeys, 
I entered a narrow and rugged alley, and 
a few moments later I stood before 8 
dreary-looking building, which was des- 
ignated to me as the convent of the Sisters 
of St. Joseph. It was a massive, two-story 
structure, with a plain front, but had nea 
windows toward the street. I would rather 
have kept jt for the prison in which Christ 
and the two thieves that were crucified 
with Him, were confined, ‘than for a con- 
vent of sisters. An old-fashioned ben 
pull of black wire, with a handle of the 
form of a cross, was the only noticeable 
object on the barren and dusky wall. 1 
rang the bell, whereupon an old, but 
very friendly, sister appeared and asked 
me what I wanted. After I had told her 
who I was she conducted me up the stony 
winding stairs and through a long gallery, 
into @ parfor, where she left me alone, 
in order to notify the abbess of my arrival, 
The room was very plainly furnished, but 
everything looked solid and durable. The 
sofa and chairs were botstered with heavy 
black satin, and the walls adorned with 
pictures of saints, popes and sisters of re- 
ligious orders. After waiting about 
ten minutes the door opened and the 
abbess followed by six sisters in the 
habit of their order, entered the room. 1 
arose from my seat and made a few steps 
forward in order to meet the ladies. The 
abbess extended her hand as soon ag she 
saw me coming, and greeted me in the 
most affectionate and cordial manner. 
She spoke at first in German, but, after 
I was introduced to the sisters accompa- 
nying her, the conversation was conducted 
in French and Italian. When I made ar- 
rangements to leave again, the mother 
superior induced me to stay until morn- 
ing, saying that I could not find my way 
through the city in the darkness of the 
night. 

Later the abbess escorted me to her 
music-room, which was transformed for 
that night into a sleeping-room. This 
room was very handsomely furnished in 
European style. There was a fine piano 
and a library containing several hundred 
volumes. The pictures of Heidelberg and 
Mannheim, and sceneries on the River 
Rhine hung from the walls. Everything 
looked so cozy and homelike that I could 
hardly realize I was in Jerusalem. I 
opened the window, hoping to get a glance 
of the city, but could see nothing there 
but barren walls and the tops of a few 
neighboring houses. Profound silence 
rested upon the Holy City of Jerusalem, 
The clock of the Church of St. Joseph an- 
nounced in solemn sounds twelve o'clock, 
The fatigues of the long and weary jour- 
ney overcame me suddenly and I fell into 
a deep sleep. Early in the morning I 
left the convent of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph and went to the Austrian hospice 


where I was very friendly received by the 3 


rector of the hospice. The Austrian hose 
pice is undoubtedly the most imposing 
modern building within the walls of Je- 
rusalem. It was built about fifteen years 
ago by the Austrian government and oc 
cupies a very commanding position in the 


“| northeastern part of the city. 


After spending several hours in the 
delightful garden of the hospice I had a 
very interesting walk through the prin- 
cipal streets of the city. 


The present walls of Jerusalem, accord- 
ing to an Arab description over the Jaffa 
gate, were erected by the Turkish Sultan 
Sulisman the magnificent, the successor 
of Selim I, the conqueror of Egypt. The 
walls are fifteen feet thick at the base, 
and vary in height from twenty-five to 
seventy-five feet, according to the depth 
of the ravines below, which formed an im- 
portant part of the natural defenses of the 
city. The walls embrace a circuit of about 


two and a half miles. The city has four 


gates at present in use, which look toward 
the cardinal points. They are known as 
the Jaffa gate, on the west side, the chief 
entrance to the city; the Damascus gate, 
on the north side, the gate of St. Stephen, 
on the east, and the gate of Zion, on the 
south. The first two are so called after 
the places to which the roads s 

from them lead, that of St. Stephen from » 
popular belief that this martyr was put 
to death in that quarter, and that of Zion 
from its situation on the hill of the same 
name. 

The city is irregular in its outline, Ths 
streets are narrow, dirty, and badly paved; 
the principal and broadest street is about 
fifteen wide, and some are only five or 
six feet. The houses are built of lime- 
stone, but seldom with any pretension 
of symmetry or elegance. For the most

dad the few which exist for the 
purpose of ventilation are completely 
ed dy casements and lattice work. 
The roofs are terraced or rise in domes, 
and the apartments receive their light from 
Snterior courts, which in the large houses 
form cod] and agreeable promenades, and 
sometimes are turned into gardens, where 
the thousehoki spend their leisure time. 
The principal apartments are in the upper 
Story, the lower being occupied by lumber 
Tooms, kitchens, stables, cisterns and of- 
ices. The houses often meet, and in some 
instances a building occupies both sides 
of the street which runs under a succession 
of arches, barely high enough to permit an 
equestrian to pass under them. The city 
is divided into four quarters: that of the 
Moslems on the northeast, the Jewish 
Quarter. on the southeast, the Armenian 
Quarter on the southwest, and the Christian 
quarter on the northwest. 

The Church of the Holy Sepulcher, the 
@reatest relic-shrine of the Christian world, 
de situated almost in the heart of the 


lies through narrow, filthy 
mall bazaars, generally filled vith ragged 
"Arab women, the venders e es 
and fruit. After many crooked turnings I 
arrived in the large square court in front 
of the church. Here the scene exhibited, 
in the height of the Pilgrim is is of 
ie most motley, and extraordinary ap- 
pearance. On the upper raised steps are 
tables epread with coffee and refreshments 
t the court are seated peddlers, 
and the Betlehemite venders of holy mer- 
Ghandise, such as crosses, s, rosaries 
and amulets, and mother-of-pearl shelis, 
Which are generally brought from the Red 
Sea, and epgraved with religious subjects. 
Through these wares hundreds of persons 
pass and repass; Pilgrims of many na- 
tions in their. different costumes; Latin, 
‘Armenian, Russian, Greek and Coptish 
friars, with Turkish and Arab soldiers, ali 
forming the most extraordinary scené that 
could be found in any spot upon the globe; 
and a polyglot language is heard such as 
few other places in the world could exhibit. 
The Church of the Holy Sepulcher is in 
reality not so much a single church as a 
The key 
of the church is kept by the governor of 
the city, and the door is opened only at 
fixed hours. Entering the church I found 
myself in a large apartment, forming a 
sort of vestibule; on the left, in a recess 
in the wall, is a large divan, cushioned 
sand carpeted, where the Turkish door- 
keeper is usually sitting, with half a dozen 
— his friends, smoking and coffee-drink- 


Directly, in front of the entrance is the 
“Stone of Unction,” which is said to mark 
the spot where our Lord’s body was laid 
and anointed, after having been taken from 
the cross. It is a slab of flesh-colored 
marble, about 8 feet long and 5 
feet broad. Wax candles of colossal size 
and a number of crystal and silver lamps 
spread their light over the sacred spot. 
This is the first object that arrests the pil- 
grims, and here they prostrate themselves 
in succession, the old and the young, wo- 
men and children, the rich man and beg- 
gar, and all kiss the sacred stone. In the 
Pilgrim season there is always a great 
crowd about this marble slab, and very 
often I saw pilgrims rubbing handker- 
chiefs and other articles upon it, which 
they carry away with them, and preserve 
with great veneration for times of sick- 
ness or death. Many bring their shrouds 
to consecrate them by contact with this 
stone. On the way from the Stone of 
Unction' to the rotunda is an iron circular 
railing, having within a lamp, and mark- 
ing the spet where Mary and her compan- 
fons stood to witness the anointing. I 
entered the rotunda between two of the 
eighteen pillars that support a gallery 
above and a dome of imposing appear- 
ance and effect, with a large circular 
opening in the center for the admission of 

y below opening is the sep- 
wicher, within a white marble structure, 
about 25 feet long, 15 feet broad 
and 18 feet gh. The facade of 
this building is gorgeously decorated with 
lamps of gold and silver, wax candles, 
pictures, artificial flowers, etc. 
enormous wax candles, about fifteen 
stand on either side of the entrance. 
Sanctuary is divided into two compart- 
ments—the Chapel of the Sepulcher and 
@n ante-room called the Chapel of the 
Angel. Here is shown: the stone which 
the angel rolled away from the door of the 
Sepulcher on the morning of the resurrec- 
tion. From the Chapel of. the Angel I 
stepped through a low, narrow doorway 
into the Chapel of the Sepulcher, the holi- 
est of the holy places. It is about 6 
Zeet square, and has only room for three 


or four people at a time. ; 


The sepulcher is a modern marble sar- 
cop „ somewhat resembling a common 
Dath-tub, with a lid of the same material. 
The interior of this chapel is solemnly 
Deautiful in the soft light of forty-three 
magnificent gold and silver lamps, hung 
from chains and shining th ; 
yellow, green and pink glasses, the col- 
Ors marking the sects to which the lamps 
Delong; thirteen each for the Roman 
Catholics, Greeks and Armenians, and 
four for the Copts. These lamps are burn- 
ing without cessation night and day. The 
South wall of this chapel is adorned with

Directly east of the entranceato the Holy 
Sepulcher is the Greek church, or Catholi- 
con, by far the most magnificent within 
the walls of that immense edifice. It is 
mearly 120 feet long from east to west. 
@nd about half as wide, and is adorned 
With gildings and paintings; while from 
the vaulted roof hang numberless costly 
lamps, flags and ocher ecclesiastical orna- 
ments. On the right hand is the Greek 
get red throne. At the east end is the 
gh altar, reached by four steps, and di- 
Med by a richly gilt screen. Passing 
through the aisle which surrounds the 
Catholicon on the east I arrived at a long 
Might of stairs leading down to Helena’s 
church, a massive and rudely constructed 
edifice, crowned by a dome with windows 
to admit the light. In front of the steps 
ie the altar, and on the right a seat on 
which the Empress Helena sat while search 
Was made for the cross. Descending again 
fourteen steps I came into the dark, damp 
and gloomy chapel of the Invention of the 
Cross.” A marble slab, having on it the 
figure of the cross, marks the place where 
true cross lay. On reascending into 
the body of the church and approaching the 
vestibule through which I first entered, I 
bound Mount Calvary on my left. This I

me very much. In the afternoon I went 
with a procession of pilgrims through 
“Via Dolorosa, or Way of Suffering, 
where we stopped at each of the stations“ 
along its course. The Via Dolorosa“ is 
said to be the street through which Christ 
walked on his way to Golgotha.. 

Toward the evening I visited the Wait- 
ing Place of the Jews“ on the western 
wall of Moriah, which is regarded as hav- 
ing belonged to the ancient temple. To 
reach this place I had to walk through the 
Jewish quarter or Haret El Yehud, which 
is the most wretched and filthy quarter of 
the city. The Jews’ Wailing Place is a 
spot to which, especially on Fridays, after 
sunset Jews of both sexes and every na- 
tionality congregate to lament the destruc- 
tion of the tempie and the loss of. their 
kingdom. That part of the wall is un- 
doubtedly ancient, but only the nine lowest 
courses of stone. belong to the Solomon 
period. Some of the stones are of enorm- 
ous size. 

No sight meets the eye in Jerusalem 
more sadly suggestive than this wailing 
of the Jews over the remains of their tem- 
ple. They stand in their long gaberdiners 
and fur caps, holding their prayer books, 
tanies. 
The seventy-pinth psalm is their favorite. 

An old rabbi recited the impressive 


tanx: 
For the palace that lies waste: 
For the temple that is destroyed; 
For the walls that are torn down; 
For our glory that is vanished; 
For the great stones that are burned.” 
The others responding— 
“There sit we now lonely and weep.“ 
Another prayer was as follows: 
Be not wroth very sore,O Lord, neither 
remember iniquity forever. Behold, see, we 
beseech Thee, we ave all thy people; the 


holy cities are a wilderness, Zion is a wild- 4 


erness, Jerusalem is a desolation. Our 
holy and beautiful house where our fathers 
praised Thee is burned up with fire, and 
all our pleasant things are laid waste.“ 

Some kissed the stones passionately, 
others wept and pressed their foreheads 
against the wall. This touching custom of 


‘the Jews is very old, and in past centuries 


they had to pay large sums to their op- 
pressors for the miserable privilege of 
kissing stones and pouring their lamenta- 
tions over the remains of their ancient 
sanctuary. 

The Jews constitute an interesting class 
of the inhabitants of Jerusalem. Very 
many of them are pilgrims who have come 
to Jerusalem to fulfill a vow and then re- 
turn to their country where they were 
born, or aged persons who desire to spend 
their last gays in the holy city, and be 
buried in thé Valley of Jehosaphat, which 
according to their traditions is to be the. 
scene of the last judgment. 

After supper I went again to the Church 
of the Holy Sepulcher, where I spent al- 


most the whole: night. The church was 


then splendidly illuminated. A cross of 
enormous size was blazing over the great 
dome. The chapel of the Holy Sepulcher 
was like a wall of fire. I counted 785 
burning lamps and candles on it. Such 
splendor I had never seen before. When 
I entered the rotunda, priests and bishops, 
in long robes of gold and sitver texture, 
passed just out of the Latin chapel. In 
solemn procession, they marched to the 
sepulcher, singing the lamentation and the 
Miserere, and then proceeded to Golgotha, 
where the principal ceremonies took place. 
Along three sides of the chapel of the 
cross ‘were posted a body of regular troops, 
with fixed bayonets, and whenever the 
procession moved the Turkish soJiler ac- 
companied ft to clear the way. Senmons 
in the Russian, Italian, French, Arabic, 
Portuguese, Greek and German languages 
were deliv, that night in the Church 
of the her. The Saturday pre- 
ceding Easter I witnessed in the Church 
of the Holy Sepulcher the ceremony of the 
Moly fire,” in which, however, only ori- 
ental Christians participate. I came to 
church about ‘noon, escorted by the ka- 
wass of the Austrian Consul, and the 
kawass of the Austrian hospice. The 
crowd within and without the church was 
so great that companies of Turkish sol- 
diers were required ‘to preserve order. My 
companions forced a way through the mul- 
titude by the aid of whips, otherwise I 
would never have reached my place. 5 

I had secured a seat on a balcony of the 
rotunda, and from there had the boister- 
ous scene before me in full view. The 
excitement of the crowds surrounding the 
chapel of the sepulcher beggars every de- 
scription.’ They pushed and thrusted in 
all directions; stamped with their feet and 
shouted in wild enthusiasm:: This is the 
tomb of Christ; we today are joyful and 
the Jews are sad.” Frequently men were 
carried around the circle upon the shoul- 
ders of others, whistling, clapping their 
hands, and swinging their caps under the 
stormy applause of the spectators. Soldiers 
paraded around the sepulcher continually, 
and often had to use their merciless whips. 

About 1 o’clock p.m. the door of the 
Catholicon opened, and a grand procession 
of priests and bishops in gorgeous robes, 
headed by two flerce-looking Syrian Ka- 
wasses with silver-mounted. staffs, and 
with swords on their sides, entered the ro- 
tunda. The old Greek patriarch closed the 
procession. He was clad in a magnificent 
gown of gold and silver brocade, and upon 
his head was a dome-like tiara of silver 
and gold which fairly blazed with dia- 
monds, emeralds, rubies and other precious 
stones. Having with much difficulty en- 
circled the tomb three times, the patriarch 
entered the sepulcher alone, to supplicate 
the fire from heaven. Then there was 
for a few moments a profound silence. A 
priest stood at the a ure on the outside 


of the chapel. to r ve the fire from 
within. 
A feverish excitement now arrived. 


There was a flash in the aperture. The 
fire from heaven had come. Ifstantly the 
peat vast edifice rang with exultant 
shouts. 


The priest received the flame through 
the aperture, and communicated it to the 
tapers near him. Gradually the holy fire 
spread from hand to hand, till at last the 
entire rotunda blazed with thousands of 
lighted tapers. I saw men and women 
opening their clothes and thrusting the 
lighted tapers into their bosoms. ‘Others 
rubbed themselves with the smoke, as if 
it would be a precious perfume. Finally 
the pilgrims carry the tandles to their dis- 
tant homes, for the relief of the sick and 
the consolation of the dying 

The following day I gained admission 
to “The Haram es Sherif,’’ which is the 
most conspicuous object in El-Khuds. I 
had seen it a good many times from the 
summit of the Mount of Olives, but could 
get no admission for two weeks, on ac- 
count of the Mohammedan holidays. The 
Haram area is surrounded by a wall 1600 
feet long on the west, 1500 on the east, 
1000 on the north, and 900 on the south. 
| Escorted by the kawass of the Austrian 
Consul and kawass of the Austrian 
hospice, and several soldiers, I entered 
the jealously- ed recincts of the 
Haram. About the middle of this inclos- 
upon an elevated platform, about 
five hundred feet square, stands the Kub- 
bet es Sakhrah,“ Dome of the Rock or 
mosque of Omar, which occupiés the place 
of the ancient temple of Solomon. In go- 
ing from the gateway of the mosque I 
passed several praying-places for the Mo- 
hammedans, with two elegant fountains, 
surmounted by beautiful cupolas, over- 
shadowed by cypress and plane trees. 
The great platform is reached by three 
flights of stairs, above which are elegant 
peinted arches, called Ei Mawazin, or the 
scales, because, according to tradition, on 
the Day of Judgment, the scales are to be 
suspended there to weigh the evil and 
the righteous. 

There are several small praying-places, 
and a sumptuous, elegant and highly- 
worked pulpit of the richest marble. On 
the east side, within a few feet of the 
mosque, is a building resembling a foun- 
tain, composed of columns and arches, 
with a praying-place toward Mecca, and 
which is called the “Judgment Seat of 
King David.” Having taken off my shoes 
and put on a pair of slippers, I walked 


‘mcross the p and entered the Dome 
f the 
She building itself is an octagon of 


sixty-seven feet on a side. It is sur- 
mounted by a light and graceful dome, 
terminated by a gilt crescent. The ex- 
teriér walls are covered with tiles of white, 
blue and yellow glazed porcelain, with 
intricate arabesque patterns and inscrip- 
ons. The lower parts of the walls are 
further decorated with slabs of marble, 


ete. The mosque has four doors, guarded 
by handsome porches. The interior is 
most impressive. The walls are adorned 
with exquisite mosaics, and the iron work 
of ‘the tracéried screens is very beautiful. 
The most interesting object within the 
mosque is the Holy Rock, or El Sakhrah, 
directly below the center of the dome. 
It is encircled by a gilded iron railing, 
and overhung with a rich canopy of erim- 
son silk. The sacred rock is about sixty 
feet long by forty-five feet broad. From 
this rock, the entire edifice, commonly 


known as the mosque of Omar, takes the |. 


name of Kubbet es Sakhrah—theDome of 
Rock—and it is regarded by Moslems and 
Jews as one of the most sacred spots 
on the face of the earth. Under the Holy 
Rock is a cave which derives a peculiar 
sanctity f 
according to Mahammedan tradition, the 
praying place of Abraham, David and 
Solomon. At the center of this chamber 
is a circular slab of marble, which, on 
being stamped upon, gives a hollow sound; 
the Moslems call this the Well of Souls,“ 
and believe that the souls of believers 
descend there after death. The legend is 
that Mohammed, in-his midnight visit to 


‘heaven, first lighted on this rock, from 


which he continued his journey, where- 
upon the rock raised itself to follow, but 
was prevented by the angel Gabriel; it 
therefore remained suspended in the air. 

About 500 feet from the Sakhrah, in the 


| southwest part of the inclosure, is the 


mosque El Aksa. Its form is that of 
a basilika of seven aisles. Emperor Julian 
is said to have built the Aksa in honor of 


| the Virgin. El Aksa is regarded by the 


Moslems with more respect, perhaps than 
the Dome of the Rock. It takes the name 
El-Aksa—the Remotest—to distinguish it 
from the other holy places as Mecca and 
Medina. The Haram es Sherif is un- 
doubtedly the most historical place in the 
world. It is also the most sacred place of 
the Christians, Jews and Mohammedans. 
The Christians recognize in it the place 
where our Lord walked out and in, where 
He taught and where He held His tri- 
umphal entry the day before His crucifix- 
ion. Jews, who are not allowed to 
enter; look with sadness from the Mount 
of Olives after the side of their ancient 
temple. The Moslems turn their eyes 
toward El Khuds, as it is their greatest 
sanctuary after Mecca and Medina. Ac- 
cording to the forty-sixth chapter of the 
Koran, on the Day of Judgment, the 


„Caaba“ of Mecca will be conveyed to 


El Khuds by the angel Gabriel, and here 
Mohammed will judge the living and the 
dead EUGENE DUERR.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.) - So familiar has racing be- 
come in America that the successful jockey 
is a personage of considerable importance. 
Owing to their enormous salaries and regal 
gifts they are enabled frequently to retire 
with fortunes of several hundred thousand 
dollars twelve years after first touching 
the saddle. 

Almost every jockey who has attained 
celebrity started as a stable boy—that is,

That was a large and ‘very solid 
‘meeting of citizens and voters which 
United States Senator George C. Per- 
kins addressed at Armory Hall last 
night. There was the closest atten- 
tion on the part of the audience, and 
frequent and genuine outbursts of ap- 
plause greeted the telling points made 
by the distinguished speaker. Senator 
Perkins traversed the tariff question, 
touched upon the money and Chinese 
questions, and portrayed eloquently 


the immortal achievements of the Re-

publican party in peace and in war. 
He exposed the perfidy, inconsistency 
and weakness of the Democratic Con- 
gress which overthrew the McKinley 
tariff law, and denounced the flagrant 
dishonor involved in the open breach 
of faith which was shown by the 
Democratic law-makers when the 
ibeet-sugar bounty, once guaranteed 
by statute to American farmers, was 
repealed.

THE PROPOSED IMPROVEMENT 
BONDS. 


The City Council has agreed to sub- 
mit to the voters the question of is- 
suing bonds to the amount of $506,600, 
having passed an ordinance of inten- 
tion as the first step in that direction, 
and it is announced that the question 
will be brought to an issue as soon as 
possible. The aggregate amount is 
made up as follows: For enlarging 
and improving Westlake Park, 
$25,000; for East Side Park, $25,000; 
for Elysian Park, $100,000. Total for 
parks, $150,000. For public-school 
extension, including the purchase of 
new sites, erection of buildings and 
enlarging of existing ones, $185,000; 
for the purchase of land on Provi- 
dencia ranch for the commencement 
(headworks) of a water-supply system, 
$30,000, and for a tunnel through the 
West Third-street hill, $141,600. 

The money proposed to be used for 
the parks will be of great benefit to 
the city, if wisely expended, and we 
believe that citizens will vote these 
bonds. 

That there is a crying demand for 
more school facilities cannot be de- 
nied. The city has grown so rapidly 
that the present school buildings are 
entirely inadequate, and many chil- 
dren are debarred from the privileges 
to which they are entitled; or at least 
are only able to put in half-time at 
school. The proposition for a manual- 
training school, for which provision 
is made in these bonds, is also an ex- 


_cellent one, in line with the latest 


and best educational developments. 
There is, however, an important “if” 
to be considered in connection with 
this question. It is not too much to 
say that the reputation of the present 
school board—of a majority of that 
body—is not entirely like that of 
Caesar's wife. We may safely go 
further and state that the great mass 


.of the citizens have no confidence 


whatever in the integrity or ability 
of a majority of the board, and that 
they will never vote bonds for the 
expenditure of so large an amount of 
money as long as there is a chance 
that the present board may have the 
handling of it. The statement has 
ben made that the present board 
would not have time to make con- 
tracts after the bonds shall have been 
voted, As a matter of fact, the bonds 
could be voted within about a month 
from date, and there is apparent a 
very decided intention to rush them 
through as soon as possible. 

Again, it has been stated that the 
Council would control the spending 
of the money—that its authority would 
override the power vested in the 
Board of Education by the charter. 
This, also, is denied in some quarters. 


» The question will have to be settled 
» definitely before the bonds are voted 


on, or they will surely be defeated. 
And, by the way, why should these 
of them—be rushed 
through during the excitement of 
State, county and city elections, and 
just as the officials who would have 
the disbursing of the money are pre- 
paring to go out of office? To the 
ordinary, unprejudiced observer, it

When the same question came up 
about a couple of years ago, The 
Times indorsed the enterprise, with 
the proviso that First street should 
also be opened on a traffic grade. 
In common with a great majority of 


the property-owners and residents of 


the business part of the- city we stil 
hold to that view. A considerable 
amount of work has been done on 
the First-streét cut, but much remains 
to be done before it will become a 
first-class roadway. The improvement 
of this leading east and west artery 
should certainly take precedence of— 
or at least proceed in conjunction 
with—that of a street two blocks 
farther south. The argument is ad- 
vanced by some who are specially 
interested in Third street that unless 
this improvement be made speedily 
business will rapidly drift down to 
Seventh street. This argument may 
be all very well, but it is one which 
is still more applicable to the comple-. 
tion of the work on First street. It 
is not the business of the Council to 
anticipate and influence the growth 
of a city in a certain direction, any 
more than to retard it. 

Another necessary improvement is 
the opening of Broadway to the north 
by a tunnel. Broadway is rapidly 
becoming the leading retail business 
thoroughfare, and it is no more rea- 
sonable that it should come to a dead 
stop a couple of blocks north of the 
business center than that First street 
should have been simWarly closed in 
two blocks west of Spring and First 
streets. So far as we are aware the 
business men of that important sec- 
tion bounded by Second, Main, Tem- 
ple and Broadway have committed 
no crime or misdemeanor that would 
justify them in being thus “cribbed, 
cabined and confined.” When bonds 
for street improvements are on the 
tapis, these citizens certainly ought to 
some consideration. 

Another comparatively inexpensive 
improvement, of a different character, 
which, as suggested recently in The 
Times, might well have been added 
to the bond issues, is for a moderate 
amount to be devoted to establishing 
a public market place. An eligible 
lot might be leased for a long term 
of years, if not purchased, and a 
plain building, around which the 
wagons could assemble, would not 
cost much. This improvement would 
be a great boon both to producers 
and to the great mass of citizens of 
moderate means, who are now forced 
to pay high prices for fruits and vege- 
tables that are not always fresh. 

Summing up, then; we are of the 
opinion that the bonds for parks and 
waterworks will probably pass with- 
out much opposition, when presented to 
the people. The school bonds will not 
be voted until the people are assured 
that the present board will not have 
the handling of the money. The 
Third-street tunnel bonds will un- 
doubtedly be defeated, unless pro- 
vision is made at the same time to do 
justice to that section lying north of 
Second street, which comprises seven- 
eighths of the business portion of Los. 
Angeles city. If the members of the 
Council had taken the trouble to in- 
quire a little among property-owners 
and business men they would have 
arrived at this conclusion themselves. 

As previously stated, there is no 
necessity for unseemly haste in pre- 
senting these bonds to the voters. 
Wait a couple of months, and leave 
the handling of the bonds to the in- 
coming officials, who, it may be sup- 
posed, will represent more nearly the 
latest views of the voters on public 
questions affecting the city, and who, 
in some cases at least, cannot well be 
otherwise than an improvement on 
those who are at present in power.

| effect, the exports of the United States 


to Cuba “amounted to $17,953,570, 
against $12,224,388 during the year 
prior to the going into effect of the 
agreement; while the amount exported 
during the whole of the fiscal year 
1893 was $24,157,608. The Chicago 
platform declared that McKinley reci- 
procity was a “sham,” and that it 
“juggled with the people’s desire for 
enlarged foreign markets.” So reci- 
procity was killed with the enactment 
of the new tariff. Now comes the in- 
formation that a duty of $4.75 per 
barrel has been levied by Spain on 
flour exported to Cuba and Porto Rico 
from the United States. Doubtless 
similar duties have been levied on 
other exports, the result of which 
will be to kill our trade with the 
Spanish dependencies, amounting to 
$24,000,000 per year. Like disaster 
to our trade with other countries 
which had accepted reciprocity will 
be likely to result from the present 
law. This is the ‘manner in which 
Mr. Wilson and his confreres go about 
their conquest of the markets of the 
world.

Both Germany and Austria 
are protesting against this discrimina- 
tion, and a serious interruption of our 
trade with those countries is threat- 
ened. Thus do our free-trade friends 
“open a market abroad for our ex- 
ports.” 


Under the McKinley law the manu- 
facture of pearl buttons attained large 
proportions in the United States, and 
gave employment to several thousands 
of persons, who received good wages. 
The McKinley duty was high, but it 
effectively shut out the prison-made 
goods of Austria, and thus gave the 
American market to American pro- 
ducers, enabling them to sell their 
wares at a small margin of profit, 
their large output affording them fair 
aggregate returns. Although the duty 
was about 140 per cent., there was no 
material increase in the price of pearl | 
bu The tariff jugglers have cut 
down the duty to a point at which 
American manufacturers cannot com- 
pete with the prison labor of Austria, 
and the industry must go to the wall.

(William Chappelow in California Culti- 
vator:) The folowing description of this 
apricot is fram a memorandum supplied by 
A, T. Taylor, a thorticulturist of experi- 
ence, Who has fruited it this year side by 
side with the Barly Golden and Royal. 
Its time of ripening is from June 10 to 
June 16. Mr. Taylor’s orchard is about 
five hundred feet above sea level. On the 
higher land it would probably ripen a 
week or more earlier. 

The fruit is not quite as large as the 
Royal, nor is it quite as rich in flavor, 
but it is a prettier apricot, being more 

coloring. being nearly 

on all sides, except that it is rather 
‘darker on the side to the sun. ha 
proved quite a free stone with Mr. Taylor, 
although it is credited with be- 
ing a half cling. 
The tree is an early, regular and good 
bearer, a medium grower, ‘being rather 
more upright in fts habit than the Rodyal.

The Manufacture of Sorghum Syrup. 


From the Department of Agriculture we 
have the details of the manufacture of 
sorghum syrup, in which every part of 
the work is carefully explained. The juice 
as it comes from the mill is treated with 
créam of lime to render it slightly alkaline. 
Cream of lime is prepared by slacking 
freshly burned lime and adding a consid- 
erable excess of water. This additional 
water allows the resulting milk of lime 


to be strained the removal of 
lumps, a sieve with one-eighth-inch 
meshes being the proper size. After 


straining, the milk of lime should be al- 
lowed to stand for a few hours, and a 
of the water on the surface should 
poured off. The creamy solution that 
remains is called cream of lime, and any 
one can prepare it. Now to go toa drug- 
gist and get some litmus paper to test the 
juice with. This paper is chemically pre- 
pared and comes in blue and red. The 
blue paper is reddened by an acid juice and 
the red paper turns blue if the juice is al- 
kaline. At Httle practice will determine 
the degree to which the juice is the one or 
the other. The test sample should be ex- 
amined in a narrow clear glass bottle. 
After a few trials the amount of lime re- 
quired may be determined. If the lime is 
added in just the right quantity to make 
the juice neutral, that is until neither 
blue nor red litmus paper changes color. 
Many prefer to have the juice slightly acid 
and if a very light colored syrup is desired 
this is preferable. 

After the addition of the lime the juice 
should be slowly heated ‘to the boiling 
point. It should not be boiled at this 
stage. The heat should be continued until 
the blanket of scum shows signs of break- 


then be discontinued and the blanket of 
scum be removed by a suitable skimmer. 
The juice should now be boiled briskly, 
the scum being brushed off as fast as it 
rises to the surface. It is well to exam- 
ine a test sample of the juice in a small 
bottle after brushing. The particles of 
suspended flocculent matter should move 
rapidly; those near the sides of the bottle 
rising near the surface and descending 
at the central part, forming a cone-shaped 
deposit. The juice between these par- 
ticles should be bright and of an amber 
color. To obtain the condition described 
above requires skill and patience, but it 
must be remembered that a bright syrup 
of good flavor can be made only from 
bright, well-clarified juice. An excellent 
syrup may be made by adding a little bi- 
sulphite of lime in the above process. 
This bisulphite is made by passing the 
fumes of burning sulphur, to saturation, 
into cream of lime. 
Returning to the clarification: After 
the juice has been boiled and ‘thoroughly 
brushed, the heat should be withdrawn 
and the suspended matter permitted to 
settle. After setting as long as neces- 
sary, usually from one to two hours, the 
clear juice should be drawn off and evap- 
orated very rapidly to a syrup. The 
skimmings should be settled and ‘the clear 
juice decanted. The residue dhould be 
treated with water, settled, and the di- 
luted juice drawn off. The drainings from 
the added to the 


Cook is best adapted to sorghum work. 
The juice constantly runs in at one end 
of the evaporator, passes back and forth 
across it, and finally the @nished syrup 
runs out at the other end. The evapora- 
tion should be as rapid as possible. The 
syrup should be cooled rapidly. 

If the syrup shows a tendency to gran- 
ulate, the cane should be cut three or four 
days before it is to be worked and al- 
lowed to lie in the flelds. If there is no 
tendency to granulation the cane should 
be worked immediately after ‘harvesting. 

A fairly good article of syrup can be 
made without the use of dime. Syrup 
made in this way always retains much of 
the rank flavor of sorghum. It is excep- 
tonally good, however, for pur- 


poses. 
Sorghum syrup is made in every State 
in the Union, and in thousands of small 
mills. When carefully made it is whole- 
some and palatable. Unless the wtmost 
care and cleanliness are exercised by the 
maker, there is no process which will pro- 
duce a good article, attractive to the con- 
sumer. It., however, the above principles 
are observed, care, attention and experi- 
ence on the part of the maker will give a 
good article of syrup, suited for use 

the table and in the kitchen.

Dr. Holmes, as well as Mr. and Mrs. 
Fields, were very friendly to Artemas, 


but in repartees, anecdotes and bon mots 


there was a great dearth. The only other 
person at that breakfast besides myself 
was Judge Holmes, then a young officer 
home on leave from the Union army, 
for he had been severely wounded at Ball's 
Bluff. Young Holmes and myself seemed 
to be watching and waiting for the wit 
that did not sparkle. The fact is, that it 
was a genial, friendly time—friendly, 
pleasant, conversation, without a single 
attempt at wit on the part of Artemas 
Ward, or on the part of .the Autocrat, 
who once wrote that he would not be as 
funny as he could for fear that the but- 
tons awe burst from off the vests of his 
ends. 

Dr. Holmes's writings read easily, but 
I doubt if there has ever been an author 
in the United States who wrote so care- 
fully, who read and reread what he had 
written, and then rewrote.

If that is the case, 
Holmes will not, in future generations, be 
remembered so much by his medical works 
or by his three novels, or by his poetry, 
but by his dear old “Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table.“ His fun has so often 
appeared in his poems that many have the 
idea that he is not a serious poet. A re- 
cent elaborate and, on the whole, favor- 
able English review of all his works, in 
the London Athenaeum,says: 

“Dr. Holmes’s verse is sometimes very

Po- 
etically inclined Dr, Holmes has always 
been, and by no means without a 


accomplishment of verse, but with him |

Whittier or Lowell, but he has “served 
his day and generation, and has cheered 
and brightened the path for many of his 
fellow-mep. 

The same critic, however, tells what the 
English readers of Holmes think of the 


Autocrat“: 


„But it is not by his poems, his essays, 
or even his novels that Dr. Holmes is 
best known and best liked. In The Auto- 


erat of the Breakfast Table’ he has writ- 


ten what is probably the most popular 
modern book 
commonplace book after the older and 
more leisurely manner, recalling indeed 
many models, but with a personal differ~ 
ence, which has been quite in favor of 
popularity. And, indeed, it would be diffi- 
cult to resist so genial, so insinuative, so 
communicative a guide, philosopher and 
friend, who seems to nudge one’s elbow 


with a ‘by the way,’ as he gives a quaint, ~ 


unexpected comment on the matter you 
are thinking about.” 

And, while I do not believe in what the 
English reviewer says of “the typical 
American product,” there is a great deal 
of truth in the conclusion of his critique: 

“His is the art of suggestion, and his 
special kind of humor is a roundabout, al- 
lusive variety, a delicate, intelleetual hu- 


mor, which has nothing in common witd 
that vivid and explosive vulgarity Which 


is the typical American product. Some- 


times trivial and a little thin-spread, 1m 
has none of the obtrusive virtues or vices. 


It is the humor of the clever and amiable 
old physician, smiling sympathetically 


over the illusions that he respects.” *
